It is one thing to freeze prices at 
reasonable and equitable levels as a 
bar against inflation. 
It is a very 
different thing to establish arb itrary 
price standards which cut deeply in­ 
to I tit modi st earnings of basic in­ 
dustries. 
Gasoline is an example of that. 
Due to the loss and transfer of ta n k ­ 
ers, it is necessary to ship gas over­ 
land at a far higher transportation 
cost. 
But the government ha3 not 
perm itted the oil companies to raise 
their retail gasoline prices to com­ 
pensate for this. 
As a result, one 
major oil company reports th a t in 
April alone the additional expense 
totaled $2,300,000. 
All oil 
com­ 
panies are in much the same 
posi­ 
tion. 
Many similar 
examples can 
be 
found in the field of retail m erchan­ 
dising. 
Because the general price- 
freezing order made no allowance 
for the wide “ lag” that has existed 
between wholesale and retail prices, 
stores are legally bound to sell many 
items at little or no profit whatso­ 
ever— and to sell some items a t a 
loss. 
They are thus beng directly 
and heavily penalized for their suc­ 
cessful voluntary 
efforts 
to hold 
prices down. 
Economists in touch 
with the situation say that thousands 
of stores, in all retail fields, may be 
forced out of business 
unless 
the 
price order is corrected. 
Prices must 
be 
controlled. 
But 
there is nothing 
sound in a 
price 
control policy that does not allow a 
store or an industry to add 
ligiti- 
mate and unavoidable increases in 
operating cost to the price charged 
for its products. 
No business, 
no 
m atter how big or rich, can operate 
without a profit. 
And no business 
which is stripped of its earning pow­ 
er can pay today’s gigantic taxes and 
contribute its due share to the war 
effort.— Industrial News Review.

Some time ago, the House of Rep­ 
resentatives made heavy cuts in a 
number of important appropriation 
bills. None of these hills were war 
measures, and the House was widely 
praised for its action. 
Now the Senate renders the H ouse’s- 
action futile. In each case it has in­ 
creased the appropriations over the 
figure determ ined on in the House. 
The total increase amounts to the 
handsome sum of almost $300,000,- 
000. 
The average citizen, who has been 
told time and again that maximum 
economy by everyone is vital in this 
war period, has a light to complain. 
Some of the appropriations approved 
by the Senate seem downright fan­ 
tastic. 
One, fo r instance, is to fi­ 
nance restriction of sugar 
produc­ 
tion— in spite of the fact that the 
country is short of sugar, and severe 
rationing has been imposed. Another 
is to pay for administration of price 
limitation on coal— in spite of the 
fact th at the OPA has complete and 
unquestioned 
authority 
over 
all 
prices.
